JAKARTA, Indonesa (AP) —

African Bloc 
Is Seen Split 


Sparks May Fly 
In Congo Debate

(AP) — Smoldering differences 
inside the African bloc at the 
United Nations were expected to 
flare up today when the Securi­ 
ty Council launches debate on 
the Congo. 
The first sparks may fly when 
the council gives the floor to 
Liberia and Nigeria. Both de­ 
fended the United States and 
Belgium against charges by oth­ 
er African nations that the 
American-Belgian rescue mis­ 
sion to Stanleyville was a fla­ 
grant act of interference to the 
Congo. 
A blcwrup was considered cer­ 
tain when Congo Premier Moise 
Tshombe arrives Saturday to 
tell the council of massacre and 
mutilation by the Congolese reb­ 
els and to accuse several Afri­ 
can states of aiding the Com mu 
tost-backed rebellion. 
A number of African govern 
ments have denounced Tshombe 
for using white mercenaries 
against the rebels and have ac 
cused him of seeking Western 
intervention to bolster his gov­ 
ernment. His appearance before 
the council was expected to 
bring protests and denuncia­ 
tions reminiscent of the storm 
touched off by his attempt to 
attend an African unity meeting 
in Cairo several months ago. 
Since Belgium, as promised, 
has pulled out the paratroops 
flown to Stanleyville in Ameri­ 
can transport planes to rescue 
foreign hostages, the Africans 
may find it difficult to generate 
much heat over that mission. 
Instead they have furnished 
Tshombe a platform from which 
to repeat his accusations that 
Algeria, the United Arab Re­ 
public and others have been aid­ 
ing the rebels with arms and 
money. 
In advance of his arrival, 
Tshombe sent to U.N. delegates 
350 copies of a white book tell­ 
ing of rebel atrocities in the 
Congo, 
including 
cannibalism 
and torture.

In announcing charges against 
Schrebe, the prosecutor said he 
finally found two witnesses who 
told him they were on the scene 
with Schrebe and that the shoot­ 
ing followed Schrebe’s vLsit to 
the Goff home. The prosecutor 
said the witnesses, whom he 
listed as Harold (Tippy) O’Hara, 
24, of Martins Ferry, and Ed­ 
win Lee Snyder, 23, of Cleve­ 
land, formerly of Martins Ferry, 
said prior to the visit to the 
Goff home all three had been on 
a drinking spree. 
Schrebe, now in jail in Hebron 
Pleasants County, W. Va., de­ 
nied he knew anything about the 
slaying. He agreed to waive ex­

brought to the Belmont 
County jail within the next few 
days. 
Prosecutor Irwin said the wit­ 
nesses told him Schrebe had be­ 
come acquainted with Mrs. Coff 
because she had often been a 
customer in his cab. On the 
night of the slaying, the prose­ 
cutor said he was told in formal 
statements from O’Hara and 
Snyder, the three, very drunk, 
went to the Goff home because 
Schrebe said he wanted to see 
the woman. 
The prosecutor said tile wit- 


the prosecutor he heard argu­ 
ments inside the house and that 
he saw Schrebe and Mrs. Goff 
leave and enter tile dwelling 
several times. Once, the prose­ 
cutor said, O’Hara saw Mrs. 
Goff with a shotgun. Later, the 
witnesses told the prosecutor, 
they heard a shot inside the 
house, and Schrebe came out 
and the three left. 
O’Hara said he and Snyder, 
16 and 15 at the time, respective­ 
ly had been warned by Schrebe 
not too say anything about the 
events. 
Prosecutor Irwin said he had 
started questioning O’Hara on a 
“hunch” three months ago while 
the latter was held in jail on a 
breaking and entering investiga­ 
tion. The questioning, he said, 
led to Snyder, and the latter 
was returned here from Cleve­ 
land a few days ago. 
Both were taken to the Ohio 
Bureau of Criminal Investiga­ 
tion office in London Tuesday 
for lie detector tests, the prose­ 
cutor said, and the tests disclos­ 
ed that O’Hara was telling the 
truth about the events.

their report to President John­

Up to several 
hundred thousand lives a year 
are “now needlessly sacrificed” 
because available knowledge is 
not properly utilized, they said.

MOSCOW (AP) — Premier 
Alexei N, Kosygin announced 
today a cut of 500 million rubles 
— $555 million — in the Soviet 
Union’s military budget for 1965 
and called on other major pow­ 
ers to follow suit. 
Kosygin told the Supreme So­ 
viet, the Soviet Union’s rubber- 
stamp parliament, that the So­ 
viet cut and an expected reduc­ 
tion of military spending in the 
United States “constitute a defi­ 
nite positive step toward reduc­ 
ing international tension.” 
He said the Soviet Union at­ 
taches great importance to the 
further reduction of the military 
budgets of the big nations. 
(In Washington, the Penatgoo 
said its present estimate for the 
U.S. military expenditure bud­ 
get during the fiscal yeaT end­ 
ing next July I is $49,473,000,000. 
This includes $1,045,000^0 for 
the 
military 
assistance 
pro­ 
gram. 
(Secretary of Defense Robert 
S. McNamara said last week 
next year’s defense budget will 
stay slightly below $50 billion. 
He said the total was expected 
to be pretty close to the cur 
rent figure. 
Kosygin’s reference to 8 cut 
in the American defense budget 
was believed by informed ob­ 
servers to refer to something 
that Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk told Foreign Minister An 
drei A. Gromyko at the United 
Nations last week.

said 
the 
United 
States had notified the Soviet 
Union that it will reduce mili­ 
tary spending in the 1965-66 fis­ 
cal year, which begins next July 
I. The American budget for that 
period is scheduled to be put 
before Congress next month. 
There has not been any public 
announcement of such a notifi­ 
cation. 
The new Soviet premier said 
the military budget next year 
will total 12.8 billion rubles, or 
12.9 per cent of all government 
expenditures, 
as against 14.5 
per cent m iy64. 
The military budget in 1964 
totaled 13.3 billion rubles and 
was 600 million rubles less than 
1963. Western officials contend 
that much Soviet defense spend

Educators almost unanimously have 
praised the United States for its help 
in educating foreign students. Some 75.- 
000 students from all areas of the world 
are now on U. S. cam puses learning, 
it is hoped, skills and professions they 
could not l e a r n at home and which 
they can use to m ake genuine contri­ 
butions to the progress of their home­ 
lands upon their return. 
That unanimity has been shattered 
by a 
Princeton University professor

countries of their responsibilities and 
rewards in 
producing 
institutions of 
higher learning. 
Frederick Harbison, professor of eco- 
n o rn i c s at Princeton, advanced his 
argument in a recent paper to a m eet­ 
ing of the College Entrance Exam ina­ 
tion Board. The gist of it is that in try­ 
ing to help the undeveloped nations 
where they need help most, oy introduc­ 
ing persons with more than a rudimen­ 
tary education into the society, 
t h e 
U. S. may actually be doing a disserv­ 
ice. 


As an exam ple, the professor cites Ni­ 


geria. That country has five univer­ 


sities of good quality and a total en­ 


rollment of 10,000 students. To operate 
efficiently, these schools need more stu­ 
dents, yet half of N igeria’s university 
students study abroad. Instead of help­ 
ing institutions of higher learning at 
hom e, help of this kind m ay actually 
undermine their growth. 
If the goal in aiding underdeveloped 
lands is to provide im m ediate relief in 
the form of educated persons to help 
fill a vacuum in leadership, there m ay 
not be time to develop institutions of 
higher learning. But as the im m ediate 
crisis of ignorance and talent-shortages 
is

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Indians OK $1 Million Legal Fee 


KANAB, Utah (AP) — An at­ 
torney wile has been helping 
Indians with their legal prob­ 
lems almost from the time he 
left law school says he will 
receive $1 
million fro in one 
grateful tribe. 
The fee is one of tile biggest 
ever awarded in like circum­ 
stances. 
The tribal council of the Hopi 
Tribe in northeast Arizona voted 
the sum this week for John S. 
Boyden of Salt Lake City, who 
helped win an important land 
case after 26 years of work. 
The council said $778,000 was 
for legal fees and $220,000 was 
in appreciation for “taking the 


case when no one else would.” 
The case involved a dispute 
with the nearby Navajo Indians 
over more than 2 Vi 
million 
acres of resource-rich land. 
Under a lower court decision 
upheld last year by the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court, the tiny Hopi 
Tribe of 5,000 members received 
clear title to 631,000 acres and 
one-half interest in another two 
million acres. 
“It is a wonderful opportunity 
for a wonderful group of peo­ 
ple,” said Boyden, who added 
that the land has a “known val­ 
ue in excess of $38 million.” 
“These people didn’t have any 
income in their treasury when I 


started to represent them,” he 
said. 
“They are a very fine and 
progressive tribe. 
They 
take 
their education very seriously 
and now have 60 children in col­ 
lege.” 
He said tile dispute between 
the Hopis and Navajos dated 
back to 1882 when the govern­ 
ment established the Hopi Res­ 
ervation. 
He said members of the much 
larger Navajo Tribe claimed 
about two-thirds of the Hopi 
Reservation because they said 
the government settled them on 
the land. 
Since the court award, Boy­ 


den said tire Hopi Tribe has re­ 
ceived $3 million in bonuses for 
rights to drill for oil. It also has 
leased rights to extract 200 mil­ 
lion tons of coal, he said. 
Boyden said his fee will come 
from 
the 
Indians’ 
new-found 
wealth and will be divided with 
two associates who have worked 
with him on the case, Allen Tib- 
bals and Bryan Croft, both of 
Salt Lake City. 
Boyden received almost no 
money from the tribe during the 
years the case was before the 
courts because “tile tribe had 
no money.” He said he paid 
most court costs and fees him­ 
self.

SOUTH BEND, Ind. (A P I- 
One year ago today, Eugene 
Heilman, 41, father of two, was 
fired — along with 6,822 other 
employes 
of 
the 
Studebaker 
Corp. in South Bend. 
The 
company, 
crippled 
by 
heavy losses and dismal sales, 
decided to halt car-making at 
its huge plant on the south end 
of this city of 132,445. 
The city was stunned. Hard 
times had been few during the 
firm ’s 111 years in South Bend, 
but on that bleak Dec. 9 the 
city’s 
unemployment 
rate 
soared from 2.1, a 10-year low, 
to a depressed-area level of 9.1. 
For 
Heilman, 
Studebaker’s 
decision was frightening. “ Its 
all we know,” his pretty blonde 
wife, Ruth, said in an interview 
then, “ It means selling our prop­ 
erty, our home and starting all 
over again.” 
A native of South Bend, Heil­ 
man like thousands of others— 
had spent most of his adult life 
working 
for 
Studebaker. 
His 
comfortable 
eight-room 
house 
was only four blocks from the 
plant. 
Today the plant is a symbol 
of the city’s determined efforts 
to avoid panic and meet its 
problems realistically. 
Heilman is back at wofk at 
that plant in his job as an as 
sembly-line foreman. But now 
he works for a new company, 
Kaiser Jeep Corp,, one of four 
firms that moved to South Bend 
and relocated in the plant. The 
firms have hired 1.200 employes, 
most of them former Studebak­ 
er workers, and more are ex 
pected to be hired in the spring 
“I was real happy to come 
back to my old job,” Heilman 
said in a recent inetrview. 
“ We had no idea everylhng 
would turn out like this,” added 
his wife. 
Heilman began his new work 
June I after a series of short­ 
lived 
jobs, 
including 
three 
months with a railroad in Chi­ 
cago. 
"I didn't like him living in 
Chicago by himself and me and 
the boys all alone,” said Mrs. 
Heilman, “ so with our savings 
I bought a small restaurant. 
“ And — wouldn't you know?” 
she asked happily. “ As soon as 
we bought the restaurant he got 
called back to his old jobs.” 
What started South Bend back 
on the road was an energetic 
combination of civic pride and 
federal intiative.

bleak for those out of work 
now. 
A year ago the loss of his job 
after 21 y e a r s was a shock to 
Thomas Carter, 47, and his fam­ 
ily. “We planned on having a 
fine Christmas, but I just don’t 
know what will happen now,” he 
said then. 
Carter finally found a con­ 
struction job in July. Before 
that, his wife had worked for 
the first time in her live — as a 
maid earning $17 weekly. 
This year there will be a dif­ 
ference. “I’m more hopeful,” he 
said. 
“I hear the foundry is 
starting up at the old Studebak­ 
er plant again.” Carter spent 
years working in the Studebak­ 
er foundry.

A. We are certainly not experts in historic facts 
of this sort (and will probably be called to task 
by those who are) but we are generally inter­ 
ested in the subject of domestication of animals 
by man. As far as we can determine, the earliest 
animals which we refer to as dogs appeared in 
Jericho in about 7000 B Q, Dogs also appeared 
at about the same time in northwestern Furope. 
Incidentally, sheep were domesticated around 
WOO B.C.. well before the earliest evidence of 
domestication of either the dog or the goat.

WASHINGTON (AP) -- Three 
years ago today, the chief of the 
newly created Defense Supply 
Agency beamed at reporters 
and announced his first victory 
in a campaign to end wasteful 
buying practices by the armed 
services. 
Folding his arms contentedly, 
Lt. Gen. Andrew T. McNamara 
said he had decreed that all the 
armed services should stand­ 
ardize on a single belt buckle 
design and that it would be 
made of black coated metal. 
As it turned out, McNamara’s 
victory claim was a bit prema­ 
ture. 
Since then, the general has 
retired f r o m the Army, h i s 
place in DSA has been taken by 
a Navy admiral — and the a 11 
service belt buckle still isn’t a 
reality. 
There are those who believe it 
may never be. 
The Defense Supply Agency 
was one of Secretary of Defense 
Robert S. McNamara’s earliest 
ideas for saving millions of dol­ 
lars. 
He hopes to do this by com­ 
bining the purchasing of thou­ 
sands of items used by all the 
services — clothing, foods, auto 
parts, and many others. The 
aim: to eliminate duplication of 
efforts, sometimes even com­ 
petition among the services for 
the same thing. 
After creating DSA in late 
1961, the secretary appointed 
Gen. McNamara — no relative 
— to head the new agency. The 
general was once the Army’s 
chief quartermaster. 
One of the first questions to 
confront the general was this 
one: Why should the sendees 
use different kinds of belt buck­ 
les? 
Army, Navy and Air Force 
men wore gold or silver ones. 
They were less expensive than 
the metal buckles favored by 
the Marines.

Rhoads of LE Second Team Choice 
Plenty of Talent To Be Found 
On Class A All-Ohio Grid Team 


COLUMBUS^ 
Ohio 
(AP) — 
Talent-seeking college coaches 
will find Ohio’s smaller high 
schools a happy hunting grounds 
this year as they go after stand­ 
out footballers. 
Some of the finest players in 
a decade dot the Class A AU- 
Ohio high school team picked 
for The Associated Press by 
district boards of sports editors 
from newspapers and radio-tele­ 
vision stations. 
Many of the Class A schools 
played, with 
success, against 
the larger Class AA squads, and 
the All-Ohio youngsters are cer­ 
tain to find high places on the 
nation’s collegiate teams in the 
near future. 
Leading the offensive corps, 
behind a stalwart hole-opening 
line, is sensational Jerry Click 
of Millersport. The 170 - pound 
5-11 senior, in the last two years 
at quarterback, has led his team 
to a 19-1 record, and tossed at 
least one touchdown pass in 
each of the 20. 
In the two campaigns he’s 
completed 149 of 261 passes for 
2,945 yards and 44 touchdowns, 
and passed for 23 two-point con­ 
versions. On defense he inter­ 
cepted ll enemy aerials. 
At halfback are Oberlin Fire- 
lands’ great Ted Pechadtis and 
Montpelier’s L a r r y Pressler, 
each 190 pounds and 6-1. Pechai- 
tis scored 132 points in leading 
his team to its first clean cam­ 
paign, while Pressler, who oper­ 
ated most of the time at quarter­ 
back, ran for 300 yards in 64 
tries, and completed 61 of 114 
passes for 890 yards and eight 
touchdowns. 
Mike Beier of Fremont St. 
Joseph—the state’s tenth-ranked 
team—won the fullback berth 
easily. He’s never been in a 
losing game, and the 190-pound 
aix-footer scored 98 points as he 
reached for 1.289 yards to out­ 
g a s all opposition by 33 yards. 
With Click and Pressler on the 
first team, and West Jefferson’s 
Mike Healy picking up the sec­ 
ond team signal - calling spot, 
there wasn’t room for many 
quarterback eye-catchers. The 
likes of Dave Neil of New Lon­ 
don, who led his team to a 9-1 
mark after a 1-9 effort in 1963, 
finished among the honorable 
mentions.
